By 1970 boys and girls in the United 
States will come of driving age at the 
rate of eight a minute.

However, it would seem that in 
the long run it would be much better for 
the state voluntarily to help out the tran- 
sit companies right now when they are 
just a little “in the red” rather than 
waiting until later and being forced to 
bail them out then. 


After all, if taxpaying transit com- 
panies go broke, city and state must start 
from scratch to restore public transit with 
the taxpayers footing the entire bill and 
free enterprise receiving another setback.

Ten per cent or about 
500 students flunked out of the university system in their freshman 


year. That’s the first group. 

It is estimated one-third of the 
bright high school seniors in 
Georgia don’t even plan to go to 
college. That’s the second group. 

Dr. John R. Hills, director of 
testing and guidance, regents of 
the university system, brought 
this out in a recent speech. 
What he was concerned with was 
swapping some of the members 
of the two groups. 

That 10 per cent which flunked 
out in the first year in the uni- 
versity system colleges really 
was just a small part of the total 
which left college for some reas- 
on’ or other. Here’s the way Dr. 
Hills put it: 

“During the 1957 academic 
year, 39 per cent of the fresh- 
man students in the university 
system withdrew from the col- 
leges into which they initially en- 
rolled. They did not appear for 
the beginning of -the 1958 
academic year. Of those who 
withdrew, 25 per cent were flunk- 
outs. This amounted to over 500 
people in the university system 
and there were a good many 
more on the rolls in the sopho- 
more class who had low grade 
averages but had not yet been 
asked to leave when we collected 
our data.” , 


Dr. Hills says that with present 
testing methods the college peo- 
ple will be able to predict 70 per 
cent of the flunk-outs.

It will be pos- 
sible to use simple formulas to 
compute an index number which 
will indicate for a particular col- 
lege the probability that the stu- 
dent will receive a freshman 
grade-point average of C or bet- 
ter, B or better, or A. ; 

As for the estimated 2,000 
bright students who don’t plan to 
go to college at all, the regents 
will have a table based on high 
school averages which will serve 
as a screening device to put the 
scholastic finger on the fine col- 
lege material. These students will 
be “recruited” for college, some- 
thing on the order of getting a 
good halfback, perhaps. There 
probably will be no help from the 
alumni, however. 


College registrars, to whom Dr. 
Hills was speaking, are expected 
to weed out the 70 per cent pre- 
dietable flunk-outs.

A high-ranking West German 
diplomat declared here Friday 
that the Free World must vigor- 
ously resist Soviet efforts to un- 
dermine Europeafi security by 
creating ‘‘a political and military 
vacuum throughout Germany.” 


Dr. Hasso von Etzdorf, assistant 
undersecretary of state in the West 
German Foreign Office, said the 


Allies must “reject so-called dis- 
engagement; that is, a with- 
drawal of military forces from 
Central Europe as well as neu- 
tralization of Germany.” 


Von Etzdorf emphasized that 
his nation “will not evade” the 
East-West foreign ministers’ par- 
ley and proposed summit confer- 
ence on the explosive Berlin issue. 


The 59-year-old career diplomat 
underscored the importance of 
Western ‘“‘solidarity’’ at a lunch- 
eon at the Dinkler Plaza sponsor- 
ed by the Atlanta Lions Club in 
honor of the 10th anniversary of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation. 


Among the 300 guests were Rep. 
Davis of Stone Mountain, mem- 


bers of the Atlanta Civitan Clubgovernment and our Allies to take 
and representatives of the Atlanta a firm stand” on the Berlin ques- 


Council on Foreign Relations. 


Rep. Davis, who has been ac-

The check, drawn 
on Jones’ Quality Tractor Co., 
was cashed at the C&S branch on 
Mitchell Street, about four blocks 
from the courthouse. 


Robert C. Hanna, a teller at the 
bank, told the investigators that 
‘Jones entered the bank between 
9 a.m. and 9:30 a.m. and cashed 
the check. Hanna said Jones in- 
sisted that the money be in $20 
bills. 


Jones put the money in the 
telephone booth at 9:47 a.m. 


A general pick-up order for 
Jones had been broadcast by po- 
lice when the distinguished look- 
ing, well-dressed businessman 
showed up at the courthouse with 
his attorney.

(Westlake later said 
Jones apologized for being two 
minutes late and said the $2,500 
was ‘“‘just earnest money” and 
that the “rest” would be paid 
later.) 


Westlake stepped into the booth 
as Jones stepped out, picked up 
the sack, and walked out as he 
looked into it. Had the sack been 
empty, Westlake, by pre-arrange- 
ment, would have dialed a num- 
ber so that the investigators would 
not have given themselves away. 


By walking out, Westlake sig- 
naled Cadenhead and his men 
that the money had been passed. 


WALKED QUICKLY 

Meanwhile, in the few seconds 
it took Westlake to'go in and out 
of the booth, Jones had walked 
away quickly and then trotted 
to his car. 


As Jones drove off, the investi- 
gators, headed by Hester, ran 
from the building after his car. 
Jones spotted Hester and picked 
up speed. Grimsley then flagged 
a State Patrol car driven by Sgt. 
J. B. Dailey, but Jones got away 
in the thick traffic. 


Westlake went immediately to 
the grand jury room where he told 
the somewhat startled jurors of 
his experience.

MOTION 'TO QUASH 

But Jones; through attorney 
William Hall, disagreed—in legal 
terms. He immediately filed a 
motion to quash the subpoenas for 
his records on grounds that. the 
number sought was so voluminous 
that it would be impossible to 
comply. 


At the same time, he contended 
that to produce the records would | 
amount to a violation of his rights 
under the Fifth Amendment of the 
U.S. Constitution.

opinion that/a high percentage of the guys with 
a rod consider our fishifz waters a source of 
meat and nothing else. In fact, he used an ad- 
jective—he said ‘‘inexpensive’’ meat. 


That got such a good one going that the coffee 
was too cold to drink before we had to disband 
without arriving at any conclusion whatsoever. 
But the phrase ‘“‘inexpenstve meat” kept ringing 
in my ears. One thing of which I was very sure— 
that by no stretch of the imagination could I 
ever consider any single pound of fish flesh I had 
ever brought home as ‘‘inexpensive.”’ 


Since Miss Kayte is out of town and can't look 
over my shoulder to help add up the cost, and 
since this should be printed and filed away be- 
fore she returns, I did a little figuring to see just 
how much that last fish I kept cost. And I actually 
got into that folded piece of leather where I un- 


successfully try to keep one or two of those let- 


tuce leaves against any and all emergencies. I 
didn’t select a special trip. I simply figured the 
last one I'd been on, It was not as productive as 


was about average. 


With an angling partner—who asked that his 
name be omitted since he has a wife too—I 
drove to a lake about 200 miles away for a 
three-day jaunt with the hass. We heard that 
they had been taking tackle right out of a boat. 
We shared the expenses, which added up about 
as follows: Gasoline—$19.23; food and lodging— 
$56.65, boat and motor rental, boat gas, etc.— 
$37.47, plugs lost and loaned to other fishermen 
(not returned)—$9.25, «spinning line snarled: so 
badly it had to be cut off reel and replaced—$3, 
at about 3 cents a mile for car use, wear on 
tires, éetc.—$17, one rod tip sacrificed to slammed 
car door—$8. Between us, we had about $600 
worth of tackle along, including thermos jugs, 
depth finders, cameras, but we didn’t even count 
the interest on that. The whole bill, as near as I 
could figure, came to about $150.60. 


We caught a few small bass, around a pound, 
and turned them back so they couldn’t be counted. 


We also got into a school of white or striped 
bass, but they were not much larger than my 
hand, and we put them back. Although we fished 
hard, we caught only one keeping bass, which 
wringing wet and given the benefit of the doubt 
would weigh about 3 pounds. We had a frying 
pan with us and made a meal ashore out of our 
largest catch. To save a case of indigestion we 
didn’t figure the cost until later—which was 
fortunate, because that one largemouth tagged 
us close to $3.14 an ounce! 


Of course the bank fishermen who normally 
live close to the lake and other water they fish 
won't spend that much money, but they still must 
have transportation, and most of them buy their 
own bait instead of catching it. But whether you 
fish with a cane pole or out of a $4,000 boat, just 
add up the money you spend on your next trip if 
you are one of those who believe that you are 
fishing for ‘“‘inexpensive’” meat. It’s a mighty 
good incentive to make you consider the other 
values of any fishing trip which go a long way 
toward helping you salve any Scotch instincts 
you might possess.

Teens Differ on Whether. 


Most teen-agers marry be- 
cause they think it’s an excit- 
ing new venture or because 
they’re swept up in the emo- 
tions of first love, say Geor- 
gia’s teen set. Here’s a few of 
their opinions on this week’s 
question: Do Teens View Di- 
vorce as a Stigma? 


“In viewing teen-age divorce, 
we must first study the situa- 
tion which leads to such an un- 
happy occurrence,” says Jane 
Gurganus, 16, of Atlanta. She 
points out that the common 
causes are immaturity in ac- 
cepting the responsibilities of 
marriage and the discovery 
that marriage was not formed 
on true love but mere infatua- 
tion. ‘“‘Where there are children 
however,” says Jane, “every 
method should be employed to 
save the marriage for a divorce 
is a pitiful, trying ordeal, not 
only for the couple involved but 
for their families and friends.” 


Jane goes on to say that teen- 
age divorce should not be re- 
garded as a.stigma, thus brand- 
ing the couple for life. “We 
don’t tend to shun adult di- 
vorces, yet they are no less im- 
mature than teens," she added. 


“The average teen-ager is too 
immature to make marriage 
work,”’ says this week's letter 
winner Caroline Wells, 14, of 
Hapeville, Ga. “Many of them 
marry because of mere infatu- 
ations that fade out after the 
honeymoon is over. Many 
young marrieds are former 
‘steadies’ who have dated only 
each other and have not had 
the opportunity to know other 
types of young people,” says 
Caroline. She feels that a teen- 
age divorce is one of the most 
tragic results of today’s young 
marriages which tend to sour 
and embitter the teen-agers 
concerned for any sort of suc- 
cessful union in the future. 


“Marriage is a heavenly en- 
dorsed union that must be 
thoughtfully considered for it 
should include a lifetime of mu- 
tual love and understanding,” 
says Claudia Thompson, 15, of 
Fairburn. According to Claudia, 
when couples know and accept 
the best and worst about each 
other they are in a better po- 
sition to consider marriage. 
She points out: ‘“Many times a 
divorced teen cannot return to 
the same social circle he or 
she enjoyed prior to marriage. 
Once a teen steps into an adult 
world he can never retreat to 
the dream-filled domain of chil- 
dren. Teen years should be 
reserved for learning, growing 
and fun. Running a home is a 
job for an adult and should be 
kept for that part of one’s 
life.” 


From Paul Whitfield of Dan- 
jelsville comes this comment: 
“Teen-agers who marry and 
then get a divorce hate them- 
selves because of the disgrace 
and shame it has brought 
them. Some even take to drink- 
ing to forget their problems.”

preparation, a job and educa- 
tion makes for trouble accord- 
ing to Jacqueline Haggard, 14, 
of Danielsville, Ga. Concerned 
with the increase of teen-age 
marriages and divorce in the 
United States today, she says: 
““‘Teen-agers often seek divorce 
as the only solution to an un- 
happy and unwise marriage, 
thus joining the ranks of the 
adult divorcees before they've 
really had a chance to know 
what life and marriage is all 
about.” 


“Most teen-agers have no 
idea what they’re undertaking 
when they decide to marry,” 
says Johnnie Sue Pulliam, 15, 
of Hull, Ga. “As soon as they 
meet the first problem, instead 
of dealing with it maturely, 
they look for an easy way out, 
the divorce court. Of course, di- 
vorce is a stigma for any teen- 
ager.”’ 


Another teen-ager who 
agrees that youngsters who 
wind up divorced because of 


their immaturity is Mildred 
Wood, 15, of Danielsville, Ga. 
“Very often after a teen-ager 
has married he or she sees 
someone else they think . they 
prefer instead, having married 
because of a mere infatuation 
in the first place,” she points 
out. “Getting married and go- 
ing steady are hardly com- 
parable.”’ 


“Being only 14 years old, I 
know very little about di- 
vorce,” says Claudia Phillips 
of Danielsville, Ga. ‘‘However, 
in cases where divorce is nec- 
essary and results in bettering 
the circumstances of every- 
bedy concerned including any 
children that were born, I ap- 
prove of teen-age divorce. In 
many cases, though, a couple 
is so busy considering and ar- 
ranging their divorce, they do 
not consider the children. Di- 
vorce affects children in many 
ways. Our children of today are 
the future adults of tomorrow’s 
space age but they’ll still need 
their feet on the ground.”

The Leitches call this 
room their music room, how- 
ever, for in it is their mahogany 
spinet piano as well as a satin- 
wood melodeon which has been 
a family heirloom since 1798. 
There are rosewood chairs, 
sandwich glass lamp stands, 
several portraits and parlor 
chairs. 


The dining room has an Early 
American accent with a large 
brick fireplace dotted with an 
assortment of pots, ladles, skew- 
ers, broilers, and many other 
items used by the early settlers. 
There is an old foot warmer 
which Mr. Leitch said was the 
companion piece of one in the 
Metropolitan Museum. An old 
tallow box is of rare vintage 
and hangs over the fireplace.

Georgia’s No. 1 escape artist of bygone years heard the words 
in East Point traffic court for the first time since his pardon 
10 years ago. 


Judge Andy Stanfield passed the sentence. 
“I know something of your background,” said the judge. 


(Since his reinstated citizen’s rights and pardon 10 years 
ago, that background has included addresses to 1,200 church, 
school, and civic organizations on the theme, “Crime doesn’t 
pay”. His prison sentences at one time amounted to 128 years 
before he was paroled. He had fled ‘‘escape-proof” jails.) 


And so it was that for speeding 45 m.p.h. in a 36-mile zone 
Turner received his first sentence in 10 years. His sentence 
is to address the East Point Traffic School April 16 at 7:30 p.m. 


“With pleasure and humility, your honor,” said the soft- 
spoken man in the conservative blue suit.
